THE GENERIC NAMES PROPOSED FOR HYMENOMYCETES— III * 

" Clavariaceae" 

M. A. DCNK ** 

SUMMARY 

1. This third part deals with "Clavariaceae," a family designation used in a 
traditional and descriptive, rather than a taxonomic, sanse. 

2. Two of the author's previously published proposals for the conservation of 
certain names are replaced by slightly altered ones. They aim at the safeguarding 
of the names Clavulinopsis Overeem, Lachnocladium. Lev., and Ramaria (Pr.) Bonord. 
A proposal to conserve Pterula Fr. in its current sense is withdrawn as superfluous. 

3. Some forgotten or neglected names are listed, e.g. Scleroglossum Pers. and 
Xyloglossum Pers. These two names are typified by a species that makes them 
synonyms of Acrospermum Tode ex Fr. (Ascomycetes). 

4. The following typifications, among others, deserve attention: Dendrocladium 
Lloyd by Lachnocladium giganteum Pat., Holocoryne (Fr.) Bonord. by Clavaria falcata 
Pers. ex Fr., and Ramaria S. F. Gray by Clavaria pratensis Pers. 

5. One new combination is made: Pistilliva typhae (Hohn.) Donk (basinym, 
Dacryopsis typhae Hohn.). 

INTRODUCTION.—This paper forms the third part of a series planned 
to give an annotated nomenclatorial enumeration of ah generic names 
proposed for Hymenomycetes. 

DEFINITION.—"Clavariaceae" as understood in the present paper 
covers all fungi belonging to the homobasidious Hymenomycetes that have 
a mostly erect, either simple and more or less club-shaped to cylindrical, 
or branched fruit-body, with the amphigenous hymenium smooth or some¬ 
what rugose, the top of the fruit-body becoming fertile or remaining 
sterile, being pointed or truncate, in the latter case without marginal 
growth. Those basidiomycetes which look strikingly like "Clavariaceae," 
but are sterile (Deuteromycetes), are left out of account. Ah names based 
on Heterobasidiae of clavarioid appearance, too, are not considered (but 
cf. Polyozus). Thus defined, "Clavariaceae" do not include Cantharellus- 
like plants. Some genera here included are clavarioid in appearance, but 
may have their hymenium more or less unilateral rather than completely

Om THU conservation of ceutain NAMES.—The publication nf Comer's 
invaluable H A munogrepb uf Ctanwritt and allied genera" (lQ5(t) has tin- 
iluubtedly started a new epooh in the study nf these fungi. Tt is tui 
indispensafcte guide anrl will stimulate further research along the new 
Linen expounded by him, and will dominate the scene for many years to 
Come. Every previous proposal for the consErretion of generic names 
triven to <l Clavariaceae jr should be seriously reconsidered and tested in Its 
Ijtfht. and new ents mighi bo induced by it. 

1 he genera adopted by Corner in bis monograph are 27 in number. 
Among these, there are 8, each with thirty or more specks (inclu rive of 
insufficiently' known ones). Of these 8 at least 3 are likely to be considered 
by same authors ns not bearing the correct names, an that the names as 
L?K 0 d by Corner may he replaced in the near future by different ones if 
no special action be taken. Those names are: 

(i} Clav-ulinfypr.if, Overeem,—Endangered by Xmnario, &. F. Gray; and 
by the eventual typification of Ckrta™ Ritgen, which, if of the specks 
hitherLo proposed Clmaria commute Sehaeff. wore accepted, Would 
become an earlier typonym. The rejection of Ramomt £, R Gray against 
Rama-fia tFr.) Eonord., already proposed in another connection; and the 
fixation of CUmtwia botrytiz Fere. a? the type species of Outlaw a, by 
listing- that generic n«mc as a nomen rcjioier.dum in the proposal fur 
conscrvaticm of (Fr.) Eotmrrf., would clear this situation. 

{ii) Laehnnctatlmm Lev.—Endangered by its basinym, Eriadadm 
T -Cv rh which is the correct name, Conservation of the curi'hntly used name 
is indicated in tin's eas*. 

(iii) Kmitccrito (Fr.) B on o r d.—,Ttii.t is by far the largest genius atld its 
name endangered by the earlier homonym ffomoriict S. F. Grey, which for 
technical reasons Calmot be typified i 3: such a manner as to become u 
metunym. Ef CUt/Jaria Ritgen (see also above) were to bo typified bv 
Cicwanm botr&tis Per&., this name would turn into an earlier typonym. 
"By registering hath Rajiiaria &. F. Gray and Clttd&Tta as nomina rej ioieuri a, 
tho name ite-marisL (Fr.} Bonord, could be saved in its predominant use 
(a-lfiO adopted by f-orner) and ClafruUftppsis Overseen, too, would remain 
undisturbed, 

Rejection of the two proposals tabulated below would lead to tho 
following intolerable situation ;
